444 PCGS 1893 PR 63. Minimally hairlined, particularly on the 
reverse beneath an overall coating of lilac and golden patina. 
There is a faint diagonal toning streak on the reverse. This 
date enjoys added popularity as a proof with the scarcity of all 
business strikes in choice condition. 

445 PCGS 1903 PR 64. Ultra flashy surfaces framed in golden 
toning. An upper-end specimen that even shows contrast 
between fields and devices, something that is not guaranteed 
on this later-date proof. 

446 PCGS 1904 PR 61. Smoky violet and coppery-gold toning 
downplays the under lying hairlines. An affordable example, 
one of just 650 pieces struck. 


PEACE DOLLARS 

447 PCGS 1921 MS 61. Well struck and displaying speckled 
obverse toning. 

448 PCGS 1921 MS 63. Light color with strong luster but weak in 
the centers. 


449 PCGS 1921 MS 63. Lustrous. 

450 PCI 1921 MS 63PQ 75% Toned. Better struck than most. 

451 NGC 1923-S MS 64. Lustrous with just a bit of fight color on 
the reverse. Above average strike. 

452 PCGS 1925 MS 65. Fully struck and golden toned. 

453 PCGS 1926-D MS 64. Sharply defined with bright satin-like 
luster. 

454 ANACS 1926-D MS 65. The clean, lustrous surfaces show a 
deep mixture of golden and lilac patina. 

455 NGC 1927 MS 60; 1934 MS 61; and a 1935 MS 60. All are 
brilliant. (Total: 3 coins) 

456 PCGS 1927-D MS 62. A bit abraded but sharply struck and 
lustrous. 

457 NGC 1927-D MS 64. Fully struck with blazing mint luster. 

458 NGC 1927-S MS 64. Well struck with mottled obverse toning. 
An attractive example of this scarce, semi-key issue. 

459 PCGS 1934-S MS 62. Original surfaces with fight gray patina 
in the centers and surrounded at the rims by a golden-russet 
tone. Well struck with only minor abrasions. A more affordable 
example of this key date issue. 

460 PCI 1934-S MS 62. 100% White. The untoned surfaces allow 
the full force of the coin's luster to beam through unimpeded. 
Lightly abraded on the obverse. 

461 NGC 1934-S MS 65. Mostly brilliant obverse with some 
golden-brown toning arc hin g from 11 o'clock to 4 o'clock. Turn 
the coin over and see a deep violet-gold toning covering the 
entire reverse. 

462 PCGS 1934-S MS 66. An outstanding example of this scarce, 
key date issue. The surfaces are virtually devoid of abrasions 
and are covered with deep layers of gray, lilac, and golden-rose 
with shimmering luster beneath. An exceptional '34-S for the 
advanced dollar collector. Population: 9 in 66, none are finer. 


COMMEMORATIVE GOLD 

463 PCGS 1903 Louisiana Purchase/Jefferson MS 66. A near¬ 
perfect example of this popular early commemorative gold 
dollar. The only noticeable flaws are a tiny alloy spot on the 
obverse, a thin streak of a grease stain (as struck) in the date 
area on the reverse, and a weak impression on PURC(HA)SE. 

464 PCGS 1904 Lewis and Clark MS 63. Surprisingly clean 
surfaces overall and showing a faint outline of olive at the 
margins. A good value in this very scarce issue. 

465 PCGS 1905 Lewis and Clark MS 64. Bright, lustrous 
surfaces overall with no distracting blemishes on either side. A 
very pleasing, upper-end example of this key date 
commemorative gold dollar. 

466 PCGS 1915-S Panama-Pacific Gold Dollar MS 65. A lovely 
Pan-Pac, this piece has incredibly vibrant color with rich 
coppery overtones on the devices and distinctive gray-lilac 
patina in the recessed areas A high-end gold dollar that must 
be seen to be appreciated. 
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467 PCGS 1915-S Panama-Pacific Quarter Eagle MS 65. 
Lustrous and problem-free, this is an attractive example of 
this scarce and much-in-demand commemorative gold coin. 

468 PCGS 1917 McKinley MS 62. Reddish color. 

469 PCGS 1926 Sesquicentennial MS 62. Deep golden-orange 

470 PCGS 1926 Sesquicentennial MS 64. Clean surfaces and 
sharply struck with a faint outline of olive around the 
peripheries. 

GOLD DOLLARS 

471 NGC 1849-D MS 61. The '49-D is the most common Type One 
D-mint gold dollar and the one date from this mint that can 
most readily be found in and around mint state. This piece 
shows the usual soft strike on the hair curls of Liberty and the 
surfaces have an attractive green-gold color overall with light 
reddish accents. 

472 NGC 1850 MS 65. While generally considered a rather 
common date in the Type One series, the 1850 is rather 
elusive in gem and near-gem condition. This is a well struck 
coin with glowing mint luster and surfaces that are problem- 
free to the unaided eye. Population: 6 in 65, only 1 finer. 

473 NGC 1851 MS 62. 

474 NGC 1851 MS 63. Sharply struck. 

475 PCGS 1851 MS 64. Fully struck with excellent luster and 
lovely surfaces that show a slightly deeper patination than 
usual. 

476 NGC 1851-0 MS 62. Lustrous and only slightly soft with 
several more obvious surface marks. 

477 NGC 1852-0 MS 61. A conditionally scarce O-mint displaying 
satiny yellow-gold surfaces that are of average or better 
sharpness. Trends $1,450 in MS 60. 

478 NGC 1853 MS 62. Full strike. 

479 NGC 1853-0 MS 62. The '53-0 is the most available Type One 
gold dollar from the New Orleans mint and can occasionally be 
located in mint condition. This piece has bright lustrous 
surfaces, yellow-gold color, and is sharply struck unlike most 
examples which are weak in the centers. 

480 NGC 1854 Type One MS 64. Fully struck with deeply colored 
luster and clean surfaces overall. 

481 NGC 1864-S MS 62. Reasonably scarce in all grades, the 
1854-S is a popular issue with collectors as it is the only Type 
One gold dollar from the San Francisco mint. This piece is 
fully struck with bright luster and deep reddish color with a 
few scattered abrasions in the fields. Population: 2 in 62, 3 
finer. 

482 NGC 1854 Type Two AU 58. Well defined on both sides with 
very little of the normally seen softness in the centers. There 
is also only a trace of die clashing in the fields, also unlike the 
usually seen examples of this date. Nearly full mint luster and 
showing only a couple of field marks on the obverse. 

483 NGC 1855 Type Two AU 58. Bright surfaces and well struck 
with sharply defined die clash marks in the fields. There are a 


few marks on each side and a planchet flake that covers the I 
in AMERICA. 

484 NGC 1855 Type Two AU 58. A well struck super slider, just 
a rub or two away from full mint state. A very popular coin in 
this grade. 

485 PCGS 1855 Type Two MS 62. Even though there are quite a 
few survivors of this date in the lower grades, and even 
several in min t, condition, this date's status as a Type Two coin 
has greatly elevated its desirability, popularity, and price well 
beyond that of far scarcer issues of the Type One and Type 
Three designs. This piece has good mint luster and is well 
defined, even in the centers, and, of course, shows the 
ubiquitous die clash marks in the fields. 

486 NGC 1855-C AU 50. The 1855-C is an important issue as it is 
the only Type Two dollar from the Charlotte mint. It also has 
the distinction of being the most conditionally rare issue in the 
entire gold dollar series. This piece is in the lower range of 
condition census with only three mint state coins known. As 
always, the middle digits of the date and the LL in DOLLAR 
are weakly impressed. There are faint traces of die clashing in 
the fields and the coin overall has a pleasing greenish-gold 
color with an accent of light reddish patina here and there. 
Trends $5,000. 

487 PCGS 1856 MS 62. Slanting 5. Sharply struck and fully 
lustrous, just a bit baggy. 

488 NGC 1857 MS 62. Good luster but slightly weak in the 
centers, as usual. 

489 NGC 1857-S AU 55. The '57-S is one of the condition rarities 
in the gold dollar series. It is very scarce in AU and mint 
condition. This piece is sharply struck throughout and shows 
bright prooflike fields. An important offering of this scarce, 
low mintage issue. Trends $1,850 in AU 50, $7,000 in MS 60. 

490 NGC 1859-S VF 35. A reasonably scarce issue with only 15,000 
pieces produced and a major condition rarity in the series with 
very few examples known in choice condition. This piece 
shows even wear over the highpoints and very few field 
marks. An underrated issue. Trends $275 in VF 20, $575 in XF 
40. 

491 NGC 1859-S AU 65. Like the 1857-S, the 1859-S is also one of 
the premier condition rarities in the gold dollar series. It is 
fairly scarce in all grades but exceedingly difficult in AU and 
mint state. This is a well struck coin with much luster 
remaining, especially on the reverse. There are several minor 
scratches on the obverse, but these have little effect on the 
overall appeal of the coin. Trends $1,950 in AU 50, $5,500 in 
MS 60. 

492 NGC 1862 MS 62. Fully lustrous and sharply struck. 

493 PCGS 1863 MS 65. A very rare gold dollar that is seldom seen 
in any grade, as indicated by the mintage of 6,200 pieces. The 
1863 is only marginally less rare than the well known 1875, 
but it is nowhere near as widely recognized. One estimate 
places the number of survivors at 50 pieces, but this may be 
high. This piece is the third finest known, being exceeded by a 
single NGC MS 66 and a PCGS MS 67. Unlike the usually 
encountered coins of this date, this piece shows no evidence of 
striations in the planchet. The luster is thick and creamy with 
a rich overlay of golden-orange patina. The only noticeable 
mark, and the single most identifying feature one can use to 
trace the pedigree of this important coin, is a thin, angling 
mark on the cheek of Liberty. Otherwise, a virtually flawless 
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coin and a significant offering of this third finest known 
example of this rare date. 

494 PCGS 1869 MS 62. Bright, lustrous surfaces and well struck 
throughout with none of the weakness usually seen at R in 
DOLLAR. Very scarce with a mintage of only 5,900 pieces. 

495 PCGS 1869 MS 65. A scarce and unheralded date among later 
issues of gold dollars with a mintage of only 5,900 pieces. Very 
scarce in strict gem condition with only 4 pieces having been 
so graded with 7 finer. This piece is fully struck throughout, 
showing no weakness on the reverse as so often seen. The 
fields are prooflike and show evidence on the reverse of having 
been struck from heavily lapped dies. Trends $8,000. 

496 PCGS 1874 MS 62. Scattered, small abrasions. 

497 PCGS 1874 MS 63. Deep reddish-orange color and showing a 
few small facial blemishes. 

498 PCGS 1882 MS 65. Fully struck with superb mint luster, this 
issue is a common one for gold dollars and almost all surviving 
examples are high grade mint state pieces. 

499 NGC 1883 MS 64. Semi-prooflike in the fields and showing 
only slight softness of details at the denticles. Sharply struck 
with pleasing, slightly variegated color. Popular low mintage 
issue. 

500 NGC 1883 MS 66. Fully struck, this is an exceptional gold 
dollar with rich golden-rose and steel-blue patina interspersed 
over each side. Virtually flawless and possessed of very strong 
eye appeal. Population: 11 in 66, 1 finer. 

501 PCGS 1883 MS 67. A stunning type coin that appears to be 
perfectly preserved. The only difference in the coin today and 
when it was struck 111 years ago is the deep reddish-orange 
and steel-blue patina that is interspersed over both sides. 

Fully struck. 

502 NGC 1885 MS 62. Somewhat scuffy but deeply reflective 
fields. 

503 PCGS 1888 MS 64. Fully struck with deep reddish-coppery 
color overall that is accented by a band of pale blue at the 
margins. Kept from the gem category by a long, thin scratch in 
the left obverse field. 

504 NGC 1889 MS 66. An enchanting high-end type coin that has 
flashy, reflective fields on each side and virtually no marks. 
Final year of issue for the denomination and always a popular 
choice for type purposes. 


PROOF GOLD DOLLARS 

505 PCGS 1879 PR 64. A very rare gold dollar as a proof, and a 
date not to be confused with the common proofs from the mid 
and late 1880s. It has been estimated that of the 30 proofs 
struck, only 15-18 survive today. This piece is a State I coin, 
struck on January 25, as evidenced by the crisscrossing lines 
within the left bow. This is a deeply reflective proof that has a 
good portion of frost on the devices that provides the coin with 
a stark white on black cameo contrast. There are a few 
scattered marks in the fields, but these do little to diminish 
the overall attractiveness of the coin. Population: 1 in 64, 1 
finer. 


506 PCGS 1883 PR 64. There were 207 proofs struck in this year, 
and of that number it has been estimated that perhaps fewer 
than 70 pieces re main today. This is a deeply reflective coin 
that shows several small contact marks on each side and the 
distinctive orange peel surface common to proofs of this year. 
Population: 7 in 64, 9 finer. 


CLASSIC QUARTER EAGLES 

507 PCGS 1834 Classic AU 55. A very pleasing Classic quarter 
eagle, there are no obvious or distracting marks in the fields 
and the strike is quite strong throughout. Semi-prooflike. 

508 PCGS 1834 Classic MS 63. Even though everyone who has 
ever read more than a sentence about Classic quarter eagles 
and half eagles knows that the coins of 1834 are commonly 
found with prooflike fields. Yet, as common as they may be, 
such coins never fail to impress. And this is such a piece. The 
fields are nicely reflective and the hair curls on Liberty are 
remarkably well defined. There are a few small contact marks 
scattered about, but none bear individual mention. A lovely 
Classic quarter eagle that is destined for a choice type set. 

509 NGC 1835 MS 60. A decidedly scarcer issue than the 1834 
and much more elusive in high grades. Unlike many 1834s, 
1835 quarter eagles are usually not seen with prooflike fields. 
This piece, however, shows significant reflectivity in the fields 
with only slight mint frost intermingled. The surfaces overall 
are a lovely greenish-gold and there are several small marks 
on each side. Softly struck on the hair curls, as always 


LIBERTY QUARTER EAGLES 

510 PCGS 1843-D VF 35. Perhaps the most common D-mint 
quarter eagle, this is an original example with deeper color 
adhering to the devices. Very clean for the grade and problem- 
free 

511 PCGS 1847-0 MS 64. The 1847-0 is much scarcer than its 
relatively large mintage of 124,000 pieces would suggest. At 
most there are only 2-3 strictly mint state coins that are 
known, and this piece is easily the finest known. This is a 
lovely mint state piece that shows full frosted luster and 
pleasing green-gold color with just a touch of light reddish 
patina. Better struck than most O-mint quarter eagles, the 
obverse is slightly soft on the hair curls and star 2, but shows 
the usual central striking softness on the eagle around the 
shield. An important coin for the Southern gold specialist. 

512 NGC 1850-D MS 61. The 1850-D is a major condition rarity 
among Dahlonega quarter eagles. It is very elusive in AU 
condition and this is the only mint state piece certified by 
either of the major grading services. This piece shows the 
typical softness of detail in the center of the eagle's breast as 
well as some indistinctness noted on the denticles. The only 
marks of note are a couple of luster scrapes in the upper 
reverse field. Trends $13,750 in MS 60. 

513 PCGS 1850-0 VF 35. A choice VF piece with good color and 
clean surfaces, but softly struck on the eagle, as always. 
Scarcer than the mintage of 84,000 pieces would indicate. 

514 NGC 1851 MS 62. Sharply struck, even on the eagle, and 
showing numerous small abrasions sprinkled across each side. 
A popular date for type purposes as the 1851 is one of the few 
dates from this decade that is available in strict mint 
condition. 
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515 NGC 1851 MS 64. The strike on this piece is more typical for 
the issue with softness noted on the central portions of the 
eagle. Sharply defined elsewhere with excellent mint luster 
and showing only a few minor luster grazes on each side. 
Conditionally important at this grade level with only 4 pieces 
having been so certified and none finer. 

516 NGC 1851-0 AU 58. Doubled Date. While not rare in the 
absolute sense, the 1851-0 is definitely an elusive coin in the 
upper reaches of mint state, and only four pieces have been 
certified by the major services in mint condition, placing this 
piece in the lower reaches of the condition census. This piece is 
fully struck on the obverse and shows the usual soft strike on 
the eagle on the reverse. Bright and semi-prooflike, there are 
really no marks of any consequence on either side. Trends 
$1,200 in AU 50, $5,500 in MS 60. 

517 NGC 1853 MS 63. Sparkling mint luster and well defined on 
the obverse with the usual soft strike in the center of the 
reverse. A lovely mint state coin with a few luster grazes and a 
horizontal grease stain (as struck) on the neck of Liberty. 
Trends $1,650. 

518 PCGS 1864 MS 64. Satiny and exceptionally clean, with a 
pinkish tint most noticeable across the obverse. The 1854 is far 
more difficult as a date than higher mintage issues such as the 
1853 and 1861 among early Liberty quarter eagles. Gems are 
of the utmost rarity. Population: 8 in 64, none higher. 

519 ANACS 1854-0 XF 40. Breen-6228, strong date, 54 touch or 
about touch. A fairly common O-mint quarter eagle, this piece 
shows none of the usually seen clash marks, but is softly 
detailed in the center of the eagle. Original surfaces. 

520 PCGS 1864-0 AU 55. Medium orange-gold color with good 
remaining luster. There are a few scattered field marks and a 
small planchet depression on the reverse. One of the more 
available O-mints from this era. Trends $675 in AU 50, $1,750 
in MS 60. 

521 PCGS 1860-C AU 60. The '60-C is a rare Charlotte quarter 
eagle that is extremely elusive in high grades (above XF) and 
almost always struck on poorly produced planchets. As the 
reverse die used was left over from 1858, the details on the 
eagle are indistinct and blurry, always being the weakest part 
of the coin. This piece is better detailed than most, and the 
planchet flaking is shallow and mostly concentrated in the 
reverse fields. A rare opportunity to acquire this very difficult 
Charlotte issue. Trends $5,700. 

522 ANACS 1861 XF 45. Breen-6258, doubled date, and "very rare" 
as such. Well struck with good color and a small, but 
noticeable, mark on either side. 

523 PCGS 1865-S AU 50. A very scarce S-mint quarter eagle that 
is seldom found above VF. This piece is softly defined in the 
centers and shows a few small field marks on the reverse. 
Trends $2,350. 

524 NGC 1866-S XF 40. A moderately scarce issue that is usually 
not available any finer than XF. This piece has the striking 
softness common to S-mint gold of this era and there are a few 
noticeable marks, the most obvious one being in the center of 
the cheek. Trends $1,300. 

525 PCI 1868-S XF 45. Buffed. A somewhat scarcer S-mint, but 
softly struck on the eagle's leg, as usual. 

526 NGC 1870 MS 60. A scarce, low mintage issue with only 4,520 
pieces struck, most survivors are only XF with high grade 


coins being extremely rare. Only one coin has been certified in 
a higher grade by NGC, that being an MS 61 (which will 
appear in our February Long Beach Sale). This is a sharply 
struck piece that shows bright prooflike fields. The most 
distinctive and identifying feature is a horizontal mark in the 
field above the eagle's head on the reverse. Trends $4,100. 

527 NGC 1870-S AU 58. Usually only seen in VF and weakly 
struck in the center of the reverse, this piece is certainly above 
average. In fact, it is one of the finest examples known with 
only one mint state coin certified by NGC. There is just the 
slightest bit of striking weakness on the eagle's left leg and 
neck. Amazingly clean in the fields and over the devices, the 
most distinctive mark is a thin, angling scratch in the upper 
left obverse field. Trends $1,200 in AU 50, $5,500 in MS 60. 

528 PCGS 1871-S XF 45. An especially choice example of this 
somewhat scarcer S-mint quarter eagle. The surfaces show 
almost no impairments and there is a deep reddish patina that 
surrounds the devices on each side. 

529 NGC 1871-S AU 55. Bright surfaces overall with just a trace of 
light reddish color, and again, only the most insig nifi cant, 
abrasions. 

530 NGC 1873 Open 3 MS 61. Light in color with numerous 
abrasions scattered about. 

531 NGC 1873 Open 3 MS 63. Lustrous and well struck. 

532 PCGS 1873 Closed 3 AU 55. Slight friction, fight pinkish color. 
A moderately scarce issue. Trends $305 in AU 50, $1,400 in 
MS 60. 

533 NGC 1874 AU 58. Mildly prooflike with just a touch of 
scuffiness in the fields. Very scarce as a date, one of only 3,940 
pieces struck, with mint state pieces of extreme rarity. Trends 
$875 in AU 50, $4,000 in MS 60. 

534 NGC 1874 MS 61. The 1874 is a relatively common issue in 
the lower circulated grades, but in strictly uncirculated 
condition it is very scarce. This is one of the finest examples 
known and is exceeded only by three other pieces, all certified 
by PCGS. This is a sharply struck coin with bright prooflike 
fields and pale yellow-gold color. Numerous small abrasions 
pepper both sides. Trends $4,000 in MS 60. 

535 NGC 1877-S XF 45. The only noticeable surface flaw is a long 
mark down the cheek of Liberty. Well defined. 

536 PCGS 1877-S AU 55. Well struck with much of the mint luster 
remaining and showing some reddish accents of color. 

537 PCGS 1878 MS 63. Lustrous with much reddish color on each 
side. 

538 NGC 1879 MS 62. Sharply struck with bright, flashy fields. 

539 NGC 1879 MS 65. A moderately scarce issue and one of the 
finest examples known with only three other pieces having 
been so graded by NGC. This is a fully struck coin that has 
lovely mint frost and scattered bits of reddish color on each 
side. 

540 PCGS 1880 AU 58. A scarce, low mintage issue that had only 
2,960 pieces struck. Sharply struck with bright, semi-prooflike 
surfaces. 

541 NGC 1882 AU 58. Sharply struck, as always, with bright 
prooflike fields. Scarcer low mintage issue with only 4,000 
pieces struck. 
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542 NGC 1882 MS 60. A popular, low mintage issue with only 
4,000 business strikes produced. Fully struck with a couple of 
more noticeable marks in the fields. 

543 NGC 1883 AU 58. Sharply struck with prooflike fields. A very 
scarce date with only 1,920 business strikes produced. 

544 PCGS 1888 MS 62. Deep orange-gold color and softly struck in 
the centers, as usual. 

545 PCGS 1889 MS 61. Well struck with deep reddish color. 

546 PCGS 1889 MS 64. Deep reddish-golden color with frosted 
mint luster beneath. A lovely near-gem type piece. 

547 PCGS 1893 MS 64. Clean and well struck, this is an 
attractive type coin with no apparent problems. 

548 PCGS 1899 MS 62. 

549 NGC 1900 MS 63. Sharply struck. 

550 PCGS 1903 MS 62. 

551 PCGS 1903 MS 64. Well defined, the reddish tinted surfaces 
show just a trace of peripheral olive color. 

552 PCGS 1904 MS 62. 

553 NGC 1905 MS 64. A well struck, upper-end coin that shows 
no detracting surface blemishes. Rich golden-reddish color 

554 NGC 1905 MS 64. Fully detailed throughout and produced on 
a striated planchet that gives the coin a profound 
prooflikeness. 

555 PCGS 1906 MS 62. 

556 PCGS 1906 MS 63. Lustrous and sharply struck. 

557 PCGS 1907 MS 62. Good color. 

558 PCGS 1907 MS 64. Lustrous. 

559 PCGS 1907 MS 64. A charming coin that shows a steely-blue 
color intermixed with orange-golden seen overall and accented 
by a fight reddish-coppery hue on the highpoints. Colorful to 
say the least. Fully struck also. 


560 PCGS 1907 MS 64. Fully struck with bright, frosted luster 
and showing just a bit of reddish color at the margins. 


PROOF LIBERTY QUARTER EAGLES 

561 NGC 1894 PR 64. Of the 122 proofs produced a century ago, it 
has been estimated that perhaps no more than 42 to 44 remain 
today. This is one of the finest examples known and is the 
highest grade given by NGC to a non-cameo 1894. There is a 
fight hazy patina that covers the surfaces, but does not affect 
the illimitible depth of mirrored reflectivity in the fields. There 
are no obvious or distracting blemishes on either side of 
special note. 

562 NGC 1895 PR 66 Cameo. A singularly impressive proof gold 
piece that shows heavily contrasted fields and devices with a 
fight hazy patina surrounding the outer devices. This piece is 


tied for the finest known example of the date. One estimate 
places the number of survivors between 45 and 55 pieces out 
of a mintage of 119 proofs. The 1895 proof quarter eagle is 8 to 
10 times rarer than the more famous proof Morgan of the 
year. 

INDIAN QUARTER EAGLES 

563 PCGS 1908 MS 65. Well defined with smooth satiny luster 
and no obvious marks on either side. A splendid type coin and 
always a popular date because of the first year of type status. 

564 NGC 1909 MS 63. Fully struck with remarkably clean surfaces 
for the grade. The coin actually resembles a matte proof with 
its fine grain surfaces and intricate detailing. 

565 NGC 1909 MS 64. Fully struck with sparkling mint luster and 
minimal abrasions. 

566 PCGS 1909 MS 64. Fully struck, the surfaces have a fine 
grain matte-like texture with satiny luster. 

567 NGC 1910 MS 62. 

568 NGC 1910 MS 63. Minimally abraded. 

569 NGC 1911-D AU 58. Beautiful color and quite clean overall 
with just a bit of friction on the highpoints. 

570 PCGS 1911-D MS 62. A select example of this rare date 
Indian quarter eagle that has interesting tonal qualities, with 
icy-blue patches interspersed with the deeper orange over 
both sides. Sharply struck. 

571 PCGS 1914 MS 61. 

572 NGC 1914 MS 61. 

573 NGC 1914 MS 64. Good luster, sharply struck, and showing 
no distracting abrasions. 

574 PCGS 1914-D MS 62. 

575 NGC 1914-D MS 63. Good luster and much reddish color. The 
trailing feather on the headdress is softly struck, and there is 
a long scratch in the same area that prevents a higher grade. 

576 PCGS 1915 MS 63. Full strike. 

577 NCI 1915 MS 63. Well struck with no detracting field marks. 

578 ANACS 1925-D MS 62. Bright. 

579 PCGS 1925-D MS 64. A fully struck, upper-end coin that has 
magnificent, sparkling mint luster and no distracting field 
marks. 

580 PCGS 1926 MS 62. 

581 PCGS 1926 MS 62. 

582 PCGS 1927 MS 64. Fully struck with bright mint luster. 

583 PCGS 1928 MS 62. Bright surfaces. 

584 NGC 1929 MS 62.

Two grease stains (as struck) are noted on the reverse.

THREE-DOLLAR GOLD PIECES 

588 NGC 1878 AU 58. Not quite fully struck, but-the-eoin overall 
has a bright, lustrous sheen and there are a number of small 
abrasions over each side. 

589 NGC 1878 AU 58. Most of the original mint luster still remains 
and there is slight friction on the highpoints. Much reddish 
color can be seen around each side. 

590 PCGS 1889 MS 64. Final year of issue for the denomination, 
the 1889 is a popular type coin that was saved at the time of 
issue, but not in the large numbers that many other type coins 
were. This piece is fully struck and shows only the slightest 
abrasions, but is not quite lustrous enough to grade higher. 


PROOF THREE-DOLLAR GOLD PIECE 

591 NGC 1865 PR 64 Cameo. Original. The 1865 has the lowest 
mintage prior to 1881 with only 1,165 business strikes 
produced plus another 25 proofs. Akers estimates that 
perhaps some 10-12 proofs are still extant. Originals and 
restrikes are easily distinguished by the position and str ikin g 
quality of the digits in the date. This is one of the finest pieces 
known of this very rare date with only 1 other coin having 
been so graded by the major services and another 3 in higher 
grade. This is a deeply mirrored coin with moderate frosting 
on the devices and a mild cameo contrast. There are few 
contact marks in the fields and the coin has good eye appeal. 


EARLY HALF EAGLES 

592 PCGS 1804 XF 40. Small 8. B. 3-E. Finely detailed, the hair 
strands show strong de fini tion and the eagle's breast has fully 
articulated feathers. There are, however, a few marks in the 
fields that distract somewhat from the overall appeal of the 
coin. Still, an attractive early half eagle Trends $2,200 

593 PCGS 1806 XF 40. Round Top 6. This is a well centered early 
five that is fairly graded and shows only a few minor 
blemishes in the obverse fields. There Me no adjustment 
marks as so often seen on this date. Pale greenish-gold color 
and showing faint traces of luster around the outer devices. 
Trends $2,175. 

594 PCGS 1806 Round Top 6 MS 61. Round Top 6 half eagles 
are one of the most common half eagles of the early types. As 
with this specimen, it can occasionally be located even in mint 
condition, the last we sold was another MS 61 in September of 
last year. This piece is well defined in most areas with a bit of 
softness at the juncture of the eagle's left wing and shield. As 
might be expected, there are a few field marks, but most of 
these are concentrated on the obverse. There is strong luster 
on each side and a bit of fight red and steely-blue patina 
intermixed on each side. 

595 PCGS 1806 Round Top 6 MS 61. As rare as early gold is in 
the absolute sense in all grades, mint state early gold is many 
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times rarer as there was so little incentive to preserve these 
high denomination coins in pristine condition 200 years ago. 
This is an enchanting piece that shows full luster throughout. 
The yellowish-olive caste of the coin has taken on a rich 
reddish hue in the fields that, on the obverse, gives the coin a 
halo effect, and on the reverse is mostly concentrated around 
the perimeter. Trends $6,150. 


CLASSIC HALF EAGLES 

596 PCGS 1835 AU 53. Lovely yellow-gold surfaces and showing 
one facial blemish on the chin of Liberty and a couple of field 
marks. 

597 PCGS 1836 Fine 15. 

598 PCGS 1838 VF 30. 

599 PCGS 1838-D XF 45. As the third rarest issue in the Classic 
series, the '38-D is the subject of consistent demand by 
collectors. This is a pleasing piece that is well defined in most 
areas with only slight softness on the hair curls. There are a 
couple of minor marks in the left obverse field that we 
mention for the sake of accuracy as they have very little effect 
on the overall visual appeal of the coin. Trends $3,650 in XF 
40, $7,250 in AU 50. 


LIBERTY HALF EAGLES 

600 PCGS 1840 XF 40. Narrow Mill. Well struck with problem-free 
surfaces. The more common of the two 1840 varieties. Trends 
$425. 

601 NGC 1840-0 XF 45. Narrow Mill. The more commonly seen of 
the two varieties, the Narrow Mill O-mints of 1840 coins are 
among the best struck of all branch mint issues of this year. 
However, that being said the centers are somewhat flat, as 
usual, but the margins are well defined. Traces of luster still 
remain and overall the coin has a pleasing fight greenish-gold 
color, and there are no mentionable abrasions. Trends $900 in 
XF 40, $2,600 in AU 50. 

602 NGC 1840-0 XF 45. Narrow Mill. A second Narrow Mill 
example of this scarce issue. The coin measures 21.5 mm., the 
width of the Narrow Mill variety, and the greenish-gold 
surfaces show a few small abrasions on each side, none of 
which are especially distracting. Trends $900 in XF 40, $2,600 
in AU 50. 

603 NGC 1842 AU 60. Small Date. While not as scarce as the 
Large Letters variety, the Small Letters is definitely a diffi cult 
item to locate in AU or better condition. The Small Letters 
coins were struck early in the year as the dies for the Large 
Letters variety were sent to the various branch mints no later 
than March 22. This piece is well struck on each side and 
shows distinctive greenish-gold color. There are numerous 
tiny abrasions peppered across each side but the only 
noticeable ones are a couple in the lower left obverse field and 
a long scrape on the reverse above the word FIVE. Trends 
$4,750. 

604 PCGS 1842-D Large Date VF 30. A very rare half eagle, and 
in fact, the rarest of all Dahlonega issues in this widely 
collected series. Akers regards this issue as more elusive in all 
grades than even the 1861-D. It is a condition rarity as well 
with very few known in XF, perhaps only 3 or 4 pieces in AU, 
and nothing finer. This piece is not quite as well detailed as 
the one in our ANA Sale this past summer, but it does have 
good definition for a branch mint issue. The exposed areas of 
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the design have taken on a rich reddish hue and there are 
three surface marks that serve as identifiers for those 
tracking pedigrees: a mark in the left obverse field out from 
stars 4 and 5, another behind the mouth, and an angling hit to 
the right of the mintmark. An important coin for the 
Dahlonega specialist. Trends $2,050 in VF 20, $6,250 in XF 40. 

605 PCGS 1843-0 XF 45. Small Letters. A rare coin in all grades 
and quite elusive in XF or better. There is some dispute 
whether the Small Letters or Large Letters variety is the 
scarcer of the two. Written sources say the Small Letters is 
the more common, but Trends reflects higher prices in all 
grades. There is some softness of details in the centers but 
overall this is a pleasing, problem-free example of this scarce 
issue. Trends $1,350 in XF 40, $4,650 in AU 50. 

606 NGC 1844 XF 45. Original yellow-gold surfaces. 

607 NGC 1844-0 XF 45. Attractive golden-orange accents with 
remnants of luster on the reverse. Scarce in higher grades. 

608 NGC 1846-D/D AU 50. An unusual and interesting variety 
that shows the first mintmark buried in the device, then 
corrected lower, with both punches plainly evident. Usually 
only seen in VF or XF with AU pieces being quite scarce and in 
constant demand by Southern gold collectors. This is a well 
struck coin that shows numerous small abrasions and specks 
of light reddish patina on the reverse. Trends $4,250 as a 
regular min tmark, unlisted as a doubled D. 

609 NGC 1847/7 XF 45. Problem-free for the grade. 

610 NGC 1847/7 AU 53. Sharply struck with bright surfaces and 
just a touch of light reddish color at the margins. 

611 NGC 1847-D AU 53. A much scarcer date than the previous 
four issues from the Dahlonega mint, the '47-D is very difficult 
in AU condition and highly prized by collectors in that grade. 
This coin is well defined on the obverse with the usual softness 
on the eagle's plumage on the reverse. The surfaces overall 
show a lovely greenish-gold color and there are a number of 
small bagmarks scattered over each side, the most noticeable 
ones being a small mark by star 5 and a scrape in the left 
obverse field. Trends $4,150 in AU 50. 

612 PCGS 1850 VF 25. Evenly worn on the highpoints. Scarce. 

613 NGC 1850 VF 35. Original surfaces, softly struck in the 
centers. A scarce P-mint issue. Trends $325 in VF 20, $1,075 in 
XF 40 

614 NGC 1851 AU 58. Sharply struck with almost complete mint 
luster. 

615 NGC 1852 AU 58. Well struck with original surfaces. There 
are a couple of marks on the reverse. 

616 ANACS 1854 XF 40. An original coin with some central 
striking softness. 

617 NGC 1854 AU 55. Well struck with much luster remaining. 

618 NGC 1854 AU 55. Slightly scarcer P-mint that shows 
distinctive reddish color. Trends $800 in AU 50, $3,400 in MS 
60. 

619 NGC 1854 MS 60. A much scarcer date than most of the other 
P-mints from this decade. At the MS 60 level this is a mid¬ 
condition census coin with only a handful having been certified 
any finer. This is a sharply struck piece with much reddish 


color and the usual MS 60 bagmarks scattered about. Trends 
$3,400. 

620 PCGS 1854-C VF 30. A scarce and underrated date that is 
more difficult than one might imagine judging from the 
mintage of almost 40,000 pieces. Generally not located any 
finer than VF or XF, of the seven pieces we have sold over the 
past 14 months only one has graded AU. This is an original 
coin but is ill-defined in the centers and shows several facial 
blemishes. Rich reddish color covers both sides. Trends $695 in 
VF 20, $1,650 in XF 40. 

621 NGC 1854-0 AU 55. A much scarcer O-mint five than is 
generally believed and conditionally elusive above XF with AU 
examples rating a high R.6. This is an attractive piece with 
prooflike fields and a good strike on the obverse but a tad 
weak on the reverse. Trends $2,600 in AU 50, $7,000 in MS 60. 

622 NGC 1855 AU 55. A sharply struck and clean example of this 
somewhat better P-mint five. 

623 NGC 1855-C XF 40. A scarce Charlotte five-dollar that is 
usually not seen any finer than the present specimen. This 
piece shows softly defined features on each side and fight, but 
extensively, abraded surfaces. The most notable mark is a 
small rim cut at 4 o'clock on the obverse. Trends $1,850. 

624 NGC 1856-C AU 50. The '56-C is widely recognized as being 
scarce in all grades. It is also an impressive condition rarity 
that is very seldom seen in AU. Over the past year we have 
sold three examples of this issue and none have graded as high 
as this piece. This coin is uncommonly well defined and the 
obverse is very clean. However, there are a couple of more 
noticeable abrasions on the reverse that deserve 
mention.Trends $4,750. 

625 NGC 1856-0 XF 40. A pleasing XF coin with a soft strike on 
the reverse. This coin is exceptionally clean overall, and 
undoubtedly would be considered choice were it not for the 
aforementioned striking softness. Very scarce in all grades 
and rarely seen above the XF level. A low mintage issue also 
with only 10,000 pieces struck. Trends $2,350. 

626 NGC 1856-S XF 40. A scarcer date and seldom seen above the 
XF level. This is an original piece that is well struck on the 
obverse but slightly soft on the reverse. Trends $875. 

627 PCGS 1857-S XF 40 Large S. Well struck. A slightly scarcer 
issue. Trends $800. 

628 NGC 1858 AU 50. A rare issue and the first in a twenty year 
run of scarce, low mintage half eagles from the Philadelphia 
mint. This date's mintage was a mere 15,136 pieces and it is 
very elusive in all grades, but especially so above XF. This 
piece shows considerable reddish color and the strike is 
slightly soft in the central portions with a few small to medium 
sized abrasions on each side. Trends $2,300. 

629 PCGS 1860-C XF 40. With the third lowest mintage among 
Charlotte half eagles, the 1860-C has long been a favorite of 
Southern gold collectors. It is always found with indistinct 
details on the eagle on the reverse, not from a lack of striking 
pressure, but rather from reuse of the same faulty die that 
caused the same problem in 1859. This is an attractive piece 
that displays bright fields that were created by striating the 
dies prior to striking. A few marks are scattered here and 
there, but nothing is of any mentionable consequence. Trends 
$ 2 , 100 . 
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630 NGC 1866 AU 60. First year of issue of the new With Motto 
type and a rare coin in all grades with most surviving 
examples concentrated in the VF-XF grades. This piece is well 
struck on both sides and shows bright color. There are 
numerous small abrasions throughout, the most noticeable one 
and the one of greatest size being a long scrape across the 
cheek of Liberty. Trends $4,650. 

631 NGC 1868-S AU 55. Very rare in XF or better condition with 
only 3 other pieces certified in AU by the major certification 
services. The 1868-S is unknown in strict mint condition, 
making this one of the finest, if not THE finest, known 
example. This piece is missing a hit of luster in the fields and 
on the highpoints and there are a couple of light coppery 
stains scattered here and there. Well struck, except on the 
eagle's neck, as usual, with only minor abrasions. Trends 
$7,500 in AU 50, unlis ted any finer. 

632 PCGS 1869-S VF 35. A scarce S-mint half eagle that is 
prohibitively rare above VF. This piece is remarkably clean for 
the grade with the only noticeable abrasions being a couple of 
marks that connect stars one and two. Softly struck in the 
centers, as usual. Trends $700 in VF 20, $2,750 in XF 40. 

633 NGC 1869-S XF 40. A second and even finer example of this 
extreme condition rarity. Evenly worn and displaying only a 
few stray marks in the fields. Only two pieces have graded AU 
50 or better (PCGS AU 53 being the highest) at either major 
service. Trends $2,750. 

634 ANACS 1873 Open 3 AU 55. Lightly abraded with good 
remaining luster. 

635 NGC 1874 AU 68. A rare date in all grades and seldom seen 
above the VF-XF level, this piece is tied for second finest 
known, being exceeded only by a single MS 60 coin. Sharply 
struck on the obverse, there is just a bit of softness on the 
eagle's plumage on the reverse. The fields are bright and semi¬ 
prooflike and there are numerous small abrasions on each 
side. Trends $4,750 in AU 50, unlis ted any finer. 

636 PCGS 1877-S XF 40. A very scarce issue and one that is rarely 
seen above the VF-XF level. Softly struck in the centers. 
Trends $1,175. 

637 PCGS 1878-S XF 45. Slight reddish color. A somewhat better 
date. 

638 NGC 1878-S MS 60. A scarce, late date S-mint that is seldom 
seen in mint condition. This piece shows some softness of 
detail in the centers and has somewhat deficient luster, thus 
keeping it from grading higher, but is otherwise a clean coin, 
especially for the grade. Trends $1,600. 

639 PCGS 1879 AU 55. Well struck. 

640 NGC 1879 MS 61. Lustrous with pinkish-gold highlights about 
the borders.

The bases of the digits in 
the date are all repunched lower and the scroll above the eagle 
is attenuated. Even without magnification one can see there is 
something protruding from the lower right base of the final 1 
in the date. Of great importance to specialists in the series. 


Population: 4 in 62, none are finer. Trends $4,750 in MS 60, 
unlisted any finer. 

644 NGC 1881-S MS 63. Minimally abraded and showing good 
mint luster and light reddish color. 

645 NGC 1881-S MS 64. This is a gem dandy type coin. All the 
features are fully defined and the fields have a bright semi¬ 
prooflike sheen that is most attractive and contrasts mildly 
against the frost on the devices. The strong eye appeal is 
enhanced even more by a light reddish patina surrounding the 
devices. Population: 8 in 64, only 1 finer. 

646 NGC 1882 MS 62. Attractive peripheral color. 

647 PCGS 1882-S MS 62. Bright, lustrous surfaces 

648 PCGS 1882-S MS 62. Well struck. 

649 PCGS 1884-CC AU 55. A rare, low mintage Carson City issue 
that is termed "prohibitively rare in AU” by Breen. This is 
surely one of the finest pieces known. The coin has bright 
prooflike fields, is minim ally marked, and sharply defined 
throughout. A rare opportunity for the Carson City specialist. 
Trends $4,500 in AU 50, unlisted any finer. 

650 PCGS 1885 MS 62. Strong mint luster with a few scattered 
field marks. 

651 PCGS 1887-S MS 62. Well struck with bright surfaces. 

652 PCGS 1887-S MS 63. A very difficult date to obtain in quality 
mint state. To date PCGS has certified only 14 pieces in this 
grade with none finer. A special opportunity to put this 
conditionally scarce date away. 

653 PCGS 1888-S AU 50. A scarcer coin than one might imagine, 
especially judging from the mintage of more than a quarter 
million pieces. A nice coin for the grade. Trends $725. 

654 NGC 1888-S AU 53. A scarce and underrated issue that is 
usually found no better than VF. This is a nice, problem-free 
coin for the grade. Trends $725 in AU 50. 

655 NGC 1888-S AU 58. In higher grades, this date is quite scarce 
and under appreciated. Virtually complete luster with only a 
few trivial marks in the fields. 

656 NGC 1891 AU 55. This scarcer issue is well struck and 
problem-free. 

657 NGC 1891 AU 55. Semi-prooflike. 

658 NGC 1892-CC AU 50. Well struck with medium orange-gold 
color and small portions of luster re mainin g around the 
devices. Trends $635. 

Fully struck with semi-reflective fields and 
lovely, subtly variegated color. 

660 PCGS 1893-CC XF 45. Final year of issue from this popular 
Western mint. A nice coin for the grade, marred only by a 
series of small digs in the field below Liberty's hair. 

A scarcer O-mint half eagle, this piece 
shows only slight striking softness in the centers and is 
remarkably clean with bright fields. 

662 NGC 1895-S AU 55. Infrequently seen in tiny grade despite 
the large mintage, and almost never obtainable finer than AU.

666 NGC 1898-S MS 64. An important and obviously rare coin in 
this grade. This is a lovely piece that is well struck and shows 
rich golden-orange centers that are framed by a pronounced 
olive-green at the margins. Population: 6 in 64, 3 finer. 

667 NGC 1899 MS 62. Sharply defined. 

668 PCGS 1900 MS 62. Bright. 

669 PCGS 1900 MS 62. Deep reddish color.

675 NGC 1901-S MS 63. 

676 PCGS 1902-S MS 63. Lustrous and fully struck. 

677 PCGS 1902-S MS 64. A lovely type coin that is minimally 
abraded and shows excellent mint luster and strong color. One 
small alloy spot is noted between stars one and two. 

678 PCGS 1903-S MS 64. A remarkably clean coin that has satiny 
luster and is sharply defined throughout. 

679 PCGS 1903-S MS 64. Fully struck with pinkish-rose color

A mate to the coin just offered and, in 
fact, from the same original source. Check these out if you're 
looking for an honest unc. 1911-S. 

713 ANACS 1911-SMS 61. 

714 PCGS 1911-S MS 62. A strong strike overlaid in rich orange- 
gold hues, with few appreciable marks. Much finer than the 
typical uncirculated example of this date and considerably less 
expensive than the few superior pieces. 

715 NGC 1912 MS 62. Bright luster. 

716 PCGS 1912 MS 62. 

717 PCGS 1913 MS 63. Clean, well frosted surfaces, struck in 
yellow-gold and particularly choice on the obverse. 

718 PCGS 1913-S MS 60. Lustrous and, except for the mintmark, 
very sharp, with reddish-gold accents in the protected areas. 
Most 1913-S half eagles saw extensive wear and, today, even 
average mint state pieces are very scarce. 

719 PCGS 1914 MS 63. An especially clean example that could 
easily pass for a higher grade coin were it not for a hint of 
flatness on the Indian's cheek. As a date, the 1914 sells at a 
type price although at least two or three times more scarce 
than the majority of common-date issues. 

720 NGC 1914 MS 64. One of the nicest 1914 half eagles we've 
seen. The surfaces display a pleasing, frosty appearance and 
are practically free of noticeable coin-to-coin contact. A great 
looking type coin and a slightly better date as well. Population: 
15 in 64, 1 higher. 

721 NGC 1914-D MS 62. Frosty and bright. 

722 NGC 1914-S MS 61. Another of the true condition rarities in 
this popular series. Very well struck for the issue with bright, 
relatively unmarred surfaces. Population: 3 in 61, 1 higher. 

723 PCGS 1915 MS 64. Mint state examples of this issue 
generally come nice and this piece is no exception. Both sides 
offer razor sharp definition and are highlighted in lovely 
reddish-gold patina. 

724 PCGS 1916-S MS 62. Quite frosty and, while moderately 
abraded, giving the appearance of a higher grade coin. The 
1916-S is the most obtainable San Francisco half eagle of this 
type, with most specimens in the MS 61 to MS 62 grade range 


EARLY EAGLE 

725 ANACS 1796 AU 55. B. 1-A. Much scarcer than its first year 
counterpart, despite a modestly lower mintage (4,146 pcs.). 
This piece, struck in yellow-gold, has terrific eye appeal, 
boasting semi-reflective fields and boldly struck devices. No 
noticeable adjustment marks or other distractions are to be 
found on this lovely Small Eagle ten. 


LIBERTY EAGLES 

726 PCGS 1842 AU 55. Large Date. The Large Date is somewhat 
scarcer than its Small Date counterpart of this year, and is a 
very elusive coin in AU condition, termed " prohibitively rare 


AU" by Breen. This piece is very sharply defined throughout 
and shows bright yellow-gold surfaces that are minimally 
abraded. Undoubtedly one of the finest examples known of 
this scarce issue. Trends $3,750 in AU 50, $16,000 in MS 60. 

727 PCGS 1842-0 XF 45. A scarce O-mint issue but not a condition 
census issue in this grade, and therefore much more affordable 
than an AU piece. As usual, this coin shows soft details on the 
hair curls but is well defined on the reverse. There are several 
small, but noticeable, facial blemishes on Liberty. Trends $925 
in XF 40, $4,000 in AU 50. 

728 NGC 1843 AU 50. Breen-6861, triple date. A diffi cult, date in 
all grades and extremely elusive in AU condition. Akers was 
not able to find an auction appearance of an uncirculated coin 
in his multi-decade survey of gold auctions, and none have 
been graded to date by either of the major certification 
services. This piece shows only slight softness in the centers 
and there is a fight accent of reddish color around the devices. 
The fields retain some of their original prooflike sheen and 
there are several noticeable abrasions scattered across each 
side. Listed as "very rare" by Breen, and rarer than the double 
date. Trends $4,450 as a double date. 

729 NGC 1843-0 XF 40. A moderately scarce O-mint ten, this is a 
typical coin for the issue with the usual well marked surfaces. 
Softly defined in the centers and showing bright color overall. 
Trends $685. 

730 ANACS 1843-0 XF 45. Light in color with no overly 
distracting marks. A more elusive issue than is often believed 
because of its rather substantial mintage. Trends $685 in XF 
40, $2,100 in AU 50. 

731 PCGS 1845 XF 40. Evenly worn with soft orange-gold 
accents. An elusive P-mint ten that generally is only available 
in VF or XF condition and is extremely rare any finer. Trends 
$2,050. 

732 PCGS 1845 XF 45. A difficult coin in all grades, this date is 
prohibitively rare above the XF level. This piece is reasonably 
well struck and shows myriad contact marks on each side, the 
most noticeable one being a pair on the neck of Liberty. 

Trends $2,050 in XF 40, $8,750 in AU 50. 

733 NGC 1845 XF 45. Remarkably, a thir d example of this rare 
early issue, one of just 26,153 pieces struck. Bright in the 
appearance, this specimen displays ample luster about the 
devices and only a few stray marks. 

734 NGC 1845-0 XF 40. A somewhat scarcer O-mint ten and one 
that is not often found in XF condition. This piece shows 
innumerable small marks on each side and is quite well struck 
for the issue. Trends $900. 

735 PCGS 1846-0 XF 40. A very scarce No Motto ten and more 
elusive than the four O-mint issues that precede it. In XF it is 
considered to be an R.6 coin and is very rare any finer. Typical 
for the issue, this piece shows the usual softness of detail and 
numerous small abrasions with a couple of larger facial marks. 
Trends $1,500. 

736 NGC 1848 XF 45. A scarce P-mint ten that is much more 
elusive than its mintage of 145,484 pieces might indicate. 

Softly detailed on the highpoints with the usual number of 
small abrasions on each side. Trends $600 in XF 40, $1,650 in 
AU 50. 

737 NGC 1850 Small Date XF 45. Bright, minimally worn 
surfaces. By far the scarcer of the two 1850 varieties, with 
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pieces grading above AU virtually unobtainable. Trends $1,850 
in XF 40, $4,900 in AU 50. 

738 NGC 1851-0 XF 40. One of the more commonly seen No Motto 
tens from the New Orleans mint. A bit baggy in appearance 
with remnants of prooflike luster on the reverse. 

739 PCGS 1851-0 XF 40. Distinctively different from the preceding 
coin, being fairly clean for the grade and toned in splashes of 
pumpkin-or ange. 

740 NGC 1852 AU 58. Only moderately scarce as abate but a 
condition rarity in AU or better. This piece is close to mint 
state, missing just a bit of luster in the fields, and is quite a 
presentable coin whose only flaw seems to be a softness of 
strike. Trends $1,275 in AU 50, $10,500 in MS 60. 

741 PCGS 1854-0 Small Date XF 45. Bright and well struck with 
moderate abrasions. The more common of the two 1854-0 
varieties, but still a scarce coin in XF or better. Trends $1,400 
in XF 40, $7,000 in AU 50. 

742 NGC 1854-S XF 45. One of the more common dates of the No 
Motto type, this piece is very choice for the grade with only 
slight striking softness noted on each side. Trends $550 in XF 
40, $3,100 in AU 50. 

743 NGC 1854-S AU 50. While a common date in the No Motto 
type, even the '54-S is difficult to locate in strict AU condition. 
This is the first we have offered in six months. Bright yellow- 
gold color and softly struck on the obverse with a few more 
obvious marks on that side as well. Trends $3,100. 

744 NGC 1855 MS 60. Frosty and pleasing to the eye, with an 
ample strike and bright satiny luster. The 1855 is not 
uncommonly scarce among No Motto tens, but its importance 
as a type coin is substantial. Population: 3 in 60, 4 higher. 

745 PCGS 1856-S VF 30. Clean for the grade and just a bit 
lackluster to qualify as an XF. 

746 NGC 1856-S XF 45. The '56-S is the second most common S- 
mint before 1879, but still can be considered a scarce coin 
when one considers the date in terms of absolute rarity. An 
average coin for the grade with bright golden-orange color and 
several more obvious marks scattered about. Trends $650 in 
XF 40, $2,300 in AU 50. 

747 NGC 1857-S XF 45. Considerably scarcer than the 1854-S and 
'56-S, the typical '57-S is low grade and only seen infrequently 
This is the first we have sold in well over a year. The surfaces 
are bright overall and there are a few larger and somewhat 
distracting blemishes on the obverse. Softly defined on the 
obverse also. Trends $825 in XF 40, $3,900 in AU 50. 

748 PCGS 1858 VF 30. The 1858 ten is one of the legendary 
rarities of the series. Its fame has been known for many 
decades. Akers estimates that only 25-30 pieces exist in all 
grades while Breen halves that estimate and reckons that 
perhaps only 12-15 pieces survive. The 1858 is also an 
important condition rarity, being seldom located above the VF- 
XF level. This piece shows even wear on the highpoints of the 
devices with much reddish color throughout. The two most 
noticeable marks (mentioned for pedigree purposes) are a 
series of milling marks in the left obverse field below the chin 
of Liberty and a long, thin scratch on the reverse extending 
from the upper arrow to the first A in AMERICA. Of the 
greatest importance to the specialist in this popular series. 
Trends $5,600 in VF 20, $12,000 in XF 40. 


749 NGC 1861 AU 55. Bright surfaces and well struck. 

750 NGC 1868 XF 45. A very scarce date in all grades and 
virtually non-existent above the Choice XF level. This piece 
shows good striking details and there are noticeable bits of 
mirrored reflectivity in the fields surrounding the stars and 
other protected areas of the devices. Trends $1,800 in XF 40, 
$7,500 in AU 50. 

751 NGC 1870 XF 45. Another rare Coronet ten, this piece has a 
very low mintage of only 3,990 business strikes. The 1870 is 
rare in all grades with pieces grading higher than XF of the 
greatest importance and rarity. This piece has a number of 
small abrasions on each side and there is a remnant of a 
prooflike fini sh that can still be seen on each side. Slightly soft 
in strike on the highpoints of the design and showing light 
reddish color. Trends $1,575 in XF 40, $7,000 in AU 50. 

752 NGC 1874 AU 58. A bold strike with flashes of pinkish-gold 
color on both sides. Occasionally seen in lesser grades, the 
1874 eagle starts thinning out in AU condition and is truly a 
scarce coin at the mint state level. Trends $550 in AU 50, 
$2,800 in MS 60. 

753 NGC 1878 AU 55. Highly lustrous with delicate pinkish-gold 
highlights about the peripheral devices. Akers calls this issue 
"very scarce in AU condition" and this pieces is every bit of 
that. Trends $425 in AU 50, $2,500 in MS 60. 

754 PCGS 1880-CC XF 45. A scarce CC ten that is seldom seen 
finer than the present specimen. Only 11,190 pieces were 
struck. Well struck with good remaining luster surrounding 
the outer devices. Trends $1,075 in XF 40, $3,250 in AU 50. 

755 NGC 1881-CC AU 50. A moderately scarce CC ten and one 
that is rarely seen above the VF-XF grade level. This is an 
attractive and original coin that has much deep reddish color 
and good portions of luster remaining. Trends $1,250. 

756 NGC 1881-0 AU 50. A rare O-mint, one of just 8,350 pieces 
struck, with most survivors in the VF to XF grade range. This 
piece, while moderately abraded, is very sharp and displays a 
good bit of the original luster. Trends $2,850. 

757 NGC 1881-S MS 61. Vibrant, fully struck surfaces with the 
usual number of light abrasions in the fields. A scarcer date 
that rarely comes finer. Trends $350 in MS 60. 

758 PCGS 1882 MS 60. 

759 NGC 1882-CC XF 45. A rare, low mintage CC ten, of which 
there were only 6,764 pieces struck. This coin is about as fine 
an example as one is likely to locate anytime soon as AU 
pieces are very rare and expensive. This appears to be an 
original coin that shows much reddish color around the 
devices, and only slight softness of central details. Trends 
$2,100 in XF 40, $5,500 in AU 50. 

760 NGC 1882-S MS 61. A scarcer S-mint eagle at the mint state 
level. Lustrous with good color and no singularly distracting 
marks. 

761 NGC 1884 AU 53. A trifle soft on Liberty's curls, but otherwise 
sharp. Some dark verdigris is noticed about the stars, lettering 
and eagle's neck. Scarce issue. Trends $435 in AU 50. 

762 NGC 1885 MS 61. Fully struck. A scarcer P-mint issue in mint 
state. Population: 16 in 61, 4 higher. 
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763 PCGS 1885-S MS 60. Appealing color, if a trifle baggy on the 
obverse. A not-so-common common date. 

764 NGC 1886 AU 53. A scarcer P-mint issue and one of four 
pieces in the AU grade range. 

765 NGC 1886 AU 53. Bright and lustrous. 

766 PCGS 1886 AU 58. Frosty, fully struck features with just a 
whisper of rub on the highpoints. Probably a more desirable 
coin than several of the lesser grade mint state examples of 
this scarce issue. 

767 NGC 1886 AU 58. Rich reddish-gold overtones. 

768 NGC 1886 MS 61. A pleasing example of this low-mintage, 
condition rarity. This coin is a pleasing as many 62 and 63 
coins of this type. Nice original color with minor abrading. 

769 NGC 1887 AU 50. A bright, moderately abraded specimen, one 
of 53,680 pieces struck. 

770 NGC 1887 AU 50. A bit cleaner overall, but exhibiting a faint 
pin scratch down Liberty's portrait. Scarce. 

771 NGC 1887 AU 53. A sharp, frosty coin that easily outclasses 
the other two examples of this more elusive P-mint. 

772 NGC 1888 AU 50. A bit scuffy in the fields, but with adequate 
luster for this underappreciated date. 

773 NGC 1888 AU 55. Bright semi-prooflike surfaces, very nearly 
of mint state quality. Trends $340 in AU 50, $1,400 in MS 60. 

774 NGC 1889-S MS 62. Semi-prooflike with only a few well 
scattered surface marks. Population: 14 in 62, none higher. 

775 PCGS 1890-CC AU 58 A scarcer CC ten and a coin that is 
rarely seen in strict mint condition, making coins such as this 
one of great importance to collectors. This is very close to mint 
state with good luster and a strong strike in most areas. 
Trends $750 in AU 50, $2,750 in MS 60. 

776 PCI 1894-0 XF 45. 

777 NGC 1896-S XF 45. A scarcer late date ten. Much reddish 
color surrounds the devices, weakly struck on the hair curls. 
Trends $340 in XF 40, $1,000 in AU 50. 

778 NGC 1896-S AU 53. Well struck except on the hair curls of 
Liberty and showing no obvious marks. There are a couple of 
grease stains (as struck) on the reverse rim at 4 o'clock 
Trends $1,000 in AU 50. 

779 NGC 1897-S AU 58. A scarce, late date S-mint ten that is quite 
elusive in AU or mint state. This piece shows one obvious 
mark on the cheek of Liberty. Trends $350 in AU 50, $2,300 in 
MS 60. 

780 NGC 1900 MS 62. Good color, just a little baggy. 

781 NGC 1900 MS 64. Fully struck with clean, problem-free 
surfaces and strong satiny luster. 

782 PCGS 1901 MS 63. Fully struck with an attractive two-toned 
color scheme. 

783 NGC 1901 MS 63. 

784 NGC 1906-SMS 61. 


785 PCGS 1907 MS 62. Full strike. 


INDIAN EAGLES 

786 PCGS 1907 Wire Rim MS 64. Generally considered a 
pattern, Wire Edge tens were the closest the mint came to 
reproducing the ten-dollar design as originally conceived by 
Augustus Saint-Gaudens and Theodore Roosevelt. Only 500 
pieces were struck and examples always have a bright, satiny 
appearance because of the myriad die polishing marks seen on 
each side. Well brought up in all areas, the surfaces show only 
a few small handling marks and luster grazes, mostly in the 
fields and the color is a bright, even yellow-gold. Trends 
$16,000. 

787 PCGS 1907 No Motto MS 62. 

788 PCGS 1907 No Motto MS 62. Sharply struck. 

789 NGC 1907 No Motto MS 63. Bright yellow-gold mint luster. 

790 NGC 1908-D Motto MS 63. A very scarce and underrated 
issue in mint condition, the '08-D Motto is seldom seen in 
Choice condition and is almost never located any finer. This 
piece is well struck with attractive satin-like surfaces and 
fight orange-gold color. Population: 4 in 63, 2 finer. 

791 ANACS 1908-S AU 58. 

792 NGC 1909 MS 63. The 1909 is one of the scarcer P-mint ten 
Indians and is quite elusive in the better grades of mint state. 
This well struck piece shows several small marks and luster 
grazes in the fields, none of which are singularly distracting. 
Trends $2,000. 

793 NGC 1909-D AU 58. Good color. Scarce and underrated. 

794 NGC 1910 MS 62. Frosty golden-orange surfaces. 

795 NGC 1910-D MS 64. Fully struck and quite clean overall with 
granular surfaces. There is one long luster graze in the left 
reverse field that keeps the coin in the MS 64 category. 

796 ANACS 1910-S MS 60. 

797 PCGS 1910-S MS 62. A scarce coin in mint state, this piece has 
nice luster and is well struck with a few scattered abrasions. 
Trends $1,300 in MS 60, $4,900 in MS 63. 

798 PCGS 1911 MS 63. Well struck with matte-like surfaces. 

799 NGC 1912 MS 62. Bright mint luster. 

800 ANACS 1912-S AU 55. Very scarce in mint state and a good 
value in nice AU condition. A clean coin for the grade with 
much luster remaining. Trends $475 in AU 50, $900 in MS 60. 

801 NGC 1913-S AU 53. A low-mintage issue that is decidedly 
scarce in uncirculated. 

802 NGC 1913-S AU 58. Very scarce in mint state, and a good buy 
as a high-end AU. 

803 NGC 1913-S AU 58. An affordable example of a date that is 
downright tough in full mint state. As close as you can get 
without actually being there. 

804 NGC 1915 MS 63. Good mint luster but kept from grading 
higher by the presence of a few marks scattered across each 
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805 PCGS 1920-S MS 62. The 1920-S ten-dollar is one of the 
major rarities in 20th century U.S. gold. Breen thought it 
rarer than even the 1930-S and the 1933. This piece is fairly 
typical of the few mint state pieces that do exist: light bagging 
marks from long residence in bank cash reserves and weakly 
struck in the centers, especially at TY on the obverse. Bright, 
lustrous surfaces overall. Population: 2 in 62, 6 finer.

819 NGC 1912 PR 63. In spite of 83 proofs having been struck, 
the 1912 is the scarcest of all matte proof tens. Apparently 
there was a very high attrition rate for this date as only 15-20 
pieces are estimated to exist today. NGC has only certified 4 
proofs. This piece shows a number of small shiny spots on the 
matte finis h, but overall this is quite a presentable example of 
this rarely seen proof issue. 


LIBERTY DOUBLE EAGLES 

820 NGC 1850 AU 58. Popular as a first year of issue, this piece 
has almost complete mint luster and is sharply defined in all 
areas. A very pleasing example. 

821 NGC 1851-0 AU 55. The most common of the O-mint twenties, 
but in a higher grade than most. The surfaces are clean, boldly 
struck, and just a trifle bright on the reverse. Attractive 
orange-gold toning frames the reverse. 

822 NGC 1853 AU 58. Well struck with no objectionable marks. A 
nice, near-mint state Type One twenty. 

823 NGC 1854 AU 55. 

824 NGC 1855-S AU 55. A fairly scarce Type One S-mint that is 
quite elusive in AU condition. Well struck with a few field 


marks on the obverse but quite clean on the reverse. Trends 
$1,175 in AU 50, $10,500 in MS 60. 

825 NGC 1860 AU 50. An original coin with much deep red and 
even charcoal-gray outlining the devices. Reasonably well 
struck for the type. Trends $875. 

826 NGC 1861 AU 55. Much luster remains on this common date 
Type One. 

827 ANACS 1861 AU 55. Lightly abraded with much remaining 
luster. 

828 NGC 1863-S AU 55. A scarce coin in AU, this is an original 
piece with significant portions of deeper reddish color 
surrounding the devices. Trends $1,250 in AU 50, $8,500 in 
MS 60. 

829 NGC 1865 AU 53. A scarce Type One that is seldom seen in 
AU or better condition. This is a very nice coin for the grade 
that is sharply struck throughout and does not show the heavy 
abrasions that usually accompany Type Ones in circulated 
grades. Trends $1,075 in AU 50. 

830 NGC 1865-S AU 55. While a relatively common coin in lower 
grades, the 1865-S is conditionally scarce in AU or better 
grades. This is an attractive coin with even reddish color over 
both sides and only a few small, insignificant abrasions. 

Trends $1,250 in AU 50, $10,250 in MS 60. 

831 NGC 1866-S Motto AU 50. A very scarce issue that is an 
important condition rarity as well, with the average coin only 
grading a mid-range VF. This is a solid AU coin but there are a 
couple of larger marks on the obverse that are noticeable. 
Trends $3,500. 

832 NGC 1866-S Motto AU 58. Remarkably, a second and even 
finer example of this most elusive S-mint double eagle. The 
surfaces exhibit a lovely original golden color and only on the 
obverse show signs of modest wear, being almost completely 
lustrous throughout. Both major grading services combined 
have certified only a single mint state example (PCGS MS 61), 
putting this most attractive specimen clearly among the finest 
known. Trends $3,500 in AU 50 and $15,000 in MS 60. 

833 PCGS 1867 AU 58. Fully struck with bright, shimmering mint 
luster and showing a few more noticeable marks in the lower 
right obverse field. Looks uncirculated. Trends $625 in AU 50, 
$1,350 in MS 60. 

834 NGC 1867-S XF 45. A rare and desirable coin that also 
represents an excellent value in Choice XF condition. XF coins 
are scarce and most examples are heavily marked. This piece 
has bright yellow-gold color and only a few noticeable marks, 
all on the obverse. Well struck with much luster still adhering 
to the reverse. Trends $850 in XF 40, $2,300 in AU 50. 

835 ANACS 1867-S XF 45. Very scarce in all grades, this piece is 
noticeably bagmarked and displays an outline of reddish color 
surrounding the devices. Trends $850 in XF 40, $2,300 in AU 
50. 

836 PCGS 1867-S AU 58. There is just a bit of luster missing from 
the fields and over the highpoints of the devices, keeping this 
piece in the high-end AU category. The surfaces have a rich 
reddish-coppery color and there are few of the heavy abrasions 
this issue is well known for. There are a couple of grease 
stains (as struck) at the top of the obverse. Trends $850 in AU 
50, $2,300 in MS 60. 
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837 NGC 1868-S XF 45. Usually seen no finer than VF (and 
heavily bagmarked at that), this is an above average piece that 
shows a few larger abrasions on the obverse and much reddish 
color throughout. Trends $810 in XF 40, $1,775 in AU 50. 

838 NGC 1868-S AU 50. In AU condition this issue is a significant 
condition rarity; only two coins have been certified in mint 
condition (one by each major service). This piece is somewhat 
softly struck, but there is significant luster remaining in the 
fields and on the devices in the more protected areas. Lightly 
marked. Trends $1,775. 

839 PCGS 1868-S AU 55. A rare date in AU, this piece has much 
mint luster still clinging to the devices. Well struck in most 
areas and showing only the average number of bagmarks for a 
coin of this grade. Trends $1,775 in AU 50, $14,750 in MS 60. 

840 NGC 1868-S AU 68. An important condition rarity, this piece 
at the AU 58 level is tied with several other coins as the 
second finest known. Better struck than usual, this piece has 
much bright mint luster rem ainin g, and only smaller marks 
scattered across the surfaces. Trends $1,775 in AU 50, $14,750 
in MS 60. 

841 PCGS 1869-S AU 53. Above average strike with good portions 
of mint luster remaining and few marks apparent. Trends 
$1,450 in AU 50, $7,900 in MS 60. 

842 NGC 1869-S AU 53. Well struck on several of the stars and 
showing bright surfaces overall.

1044 PCGS 1937-S Texas MS 66. A lovely coin housed in the old 
style PCGS holder. 

1045 NGC 1927 Vermont MS 65. Yellow toning over pleasing 
surfaces. 

1046 NGC 1927 Vermont MS 65. Lightly toned. 

1047 PCGS 1936 Wisconsin MS 66. Mostly brilliant. 

1048 PCGS 1936 York MS 66. One of the most common commems in 
this grade, thus affordable. 

1049 PCGS 1936 York MS 68. Lovely, light sunset toning in 
yellows, reds, violets, and blues. Although one of the most 
common commems, there is nothing common about this coin. 
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TERRITORIAL GOLD 

1050 NGC (1842-52) A.Bechtler Dollar, 27G. 21C. AU 53. K-24, 
R.3. Struck on a slightly buckled planchet, this piece is well 
centered but was struck with the dies slightly out of alignment 
causing the denticles on each side to be weak in one area. 
Original surfaces and showing light reddish color around the 
devices. Listed on page 262 of the current Red Book. 

1051 PCGS 1855 Kellogg & Co. Twenty-Dollar XF 45. K-3b, R.5. 
The Short Arrows variety with the O in GO. buried in 
Liberty's hair. This is a choice example with strong central 
details but some softness noted on the peripheral stars. There 
is just a bit of light reddish color surrounding the devices and 
few surface marks are present. Listed on page 275 of the 
current Guide Book. 

1052 PCGS 1850 Moffat & Co. Five-Dollar XF 40. K-4a. R.4. 
Softly struck on the highpoints and showing even wear as 
well, this is a remarkably attractive example of this popular 
California gold coin. The piece is bright and shows strong 
reddish accents over the predominantly green-gold surfaces. 
Just a few small marks are noted, none of which are important 
in the overall scheme of t hin gs. Listed on page 263 of the 
current Guide Book. 

1053 NGC 1849 Norris, Gregg, & Norris Five-Dollar R.E. XF 
40. K-4, R.4. The variety with the period after ALLOY. Evenly 
worn over the highpoints, this historic territorial gold coin 
shows much reddish color and a few small marks scattered 
over each side. Listed on page 262 of the current Red Book. 

1054 PCGS 1849 Oregon Exchange Co. Five-Dollar AU 53. This 
is one of the highest graded Oregon pieces we have ever seen. 
The surfaces are bright and retain much of the original mint 
luster with some light reddish color surrounding the outer 
devices. The strike is incredibly bold for this notoriously weak 
issue. The beaver on the obverse is usually ill-defined, but not 
on this coin, and while we hesitate to say it has "Full Beaver" 
we will say that the central device on the obverse is fully 
detailed. An outstanding example of this rare territorial issue. 
Listed on page 276 of the Red Book. 

1055 PCGS 1852 Wass Molitor Ten-Dollar, Large Head VF 20. 
K-4, R.5. A very scarce territorial issue, this variety is 
distinguished by the wide, uneven date and the obverse die 
having been cut too deeply causing the reverse to be 
considerably weaker in detail. Otherwise, an original coin with 
some color around the devices and numerous small abrasions 
scattered across each side. Listed on page 273 of the current 
Red Book. 


CALIFORNIA FRACTIONAL GOLD 

1056 PCGS Undated (1852-4) Liberty Head Round Quarter Dollar 
MS 64. BG-222, R.4. Good color and strong prooflike 
reflectivity in the fields. Sharply struck. 

1057 PCGS 1873 Liberty Head Octagonal Quarter Dollar MS 65. 
BG-727, Low R.6. Well struck throughout with pleasing 
golden-orange color. 

1058 PCGS 1874/3 Indian Head Octagonal Half Dollar MS 61. BG- 
945, R.5. Struck from heavily lapped dies, the coin has a light 
reddish patina on each side, and shows only the slightest 
softness of strike in the centers.

1059 PCGS 1854 Large Cent, Judd-161, R.5, PR 65 Brown. 
Large cent pattern with the regular dies head on the obverse 
and date below. The reverse has ONE CENT surrounded by a 
laurel wreath and UNITED STATES OF AMERICA at the 
periphery. Struck in bronze with a plain edge. Most of the 
original color is gone now, but overall the coin is a fight brown 
and no carbon spots are noted. 

1060 PCGS 1856 Flying Eagle Cent, Judd-182, R.7, PR 62 
Brown. Regular dies on both obverse and reverse, but struck 
in bronze rather than the copper-nickel as adopted. A very 
rare pattern of which only 2 pieces have been certified by both 
of the major services. Glossy brown surfaces with a few stray 
marks here and there. 

1061 PCGS 1856 Flying Eagle Cent, Judd-184, R.8, PR 62. A 
very rare Flying Eagle cent pattern that has the adopted 
obverse with a reverse that shows an oak wreath with a broad 
shield at the top. Struck in copper-nickel with a plain edge. 
Darker colored surfaces, but when a coin is R.8, who cares? 

1062 PCGS 1858 Indian Cent, Judd-211, R.5, PR 64. The 
obverse is of the adopted design of 1859 and the reverse shows 
an oak wreath. Struck in copper-nickel with a plain edge. 

Light steel-blue centers with rose peripheries. 

1063 PCGS 1858 Indian Cent, Judd-213, R.5, PR 64. Regular 
dies obverse of 1859 with the 1858 reverse. Struck in copper- 
nickel with a plain edge. The fields show heavy die striations 
and a good amount of reflectivity. Light pinkish-rose color 
with a tan center on the reverse. 

1064 PCGS 1859 Half Dollar, Judd-241, R.4, PR 63. The 
Longacre large head design on the obverse paired with a 
reverse that has 50 CENTS surrounded by a cereal wreath. 
Struck in silver with a reeded edge. Struck on a striated 
planchet and showing a few scattered hairlines. Mostly 
brilliant with a bit of fight peripheral color. 

1065 PCGS 1869 Dime, Judd-696, R.5, PR 63. Standard Silver 
dime with the head of Liberty decorated with three stars and a 
scroll below. The reverse has 10 CENTS in the center with a 
wreath of oak and laurel around. Struck in silver with a 
reeded edge. Hazy golden and blue toning. 

1066 ANACS 1869 25-Cents, Judd-732, R.6, PR 60. High wire rims 
from an excess of extruded metal. Standard Silver issue, 
struck in aluminum with a plain edge. Free of corrosion but 
just a trifle scufly and displaying a gouge in the reverse field.
